At Eight this Morning our Fleet was all 
under fail, the Wind at E. we ſtanding in V. N. E. Ar 
Twelve we came to Anchor in twenty one Fathom, Bez- 
chy bearing N. E. © E. three or four Leagues diſtant, the 
Wind all one, but very thick. At Eight at Night we 
welgh'd, and at Twelve we came to Anchor in twenty 
eight Fathom, (till plying to the Eaſtwards. 

Saturday, 28, At Seven in the Morning our Fleet was 
all under fail, and at Twelve we came to Anchor in twen- 
ty eight Fathom, Beachy bearing N. N. 7. from us four 
Leagues, the Wind between the N. N. E. and the N. E. 
This Morning came in one of our Frigats with her Fop- 
gallant Sheets flying and firing, fo that each Admfral put 
on his Jack-Flag at Mizen Peak for th-ir Diviſions to fall 
in their places. At Seven at Night we weigh. 

Smnday, 29, At Two a Clock in the Morning we came 
to Anchor in twenty nine Fathom, Beachy bearing WI”. by N. 
and Fairlee N. N. I. the Wind at N. and N. N. E. At 
Ten this Forenoon we were under fail, the Wind all one, 
and a freſh Gale, We {ſtanding in N. 1. And at Three in 
the Afternoon we came to Anchor 1n twenty nine Fa- 
thom, Beachy bearing !/. N. FW. and Fairice N by E, oo

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Afternoon came a Sloop from Rye, as we (yppoſe, wich a 
Packet. At Nine at Night we weigh'd, and ſtood to the 
Eaſtward all Night. 
Monday, 3o. At Three a Clock this Morning our Ge- 
neral hove out his Jack-Flag at Mizen Peake, as did-the 
reſt of the Admirals: and after their Divilions were 10 


their places, they bore away to the Weitwards upon the 


French, the Wind at N. E. and N. E, by NV. a very freſh 
Gale. About Four in the Morning we ſee the French 
Fleet ſtanding for our Shore, with their Star-board Tacks 
on board. At Eight in the Morning the Bloody Flag was 
ſpread at our General's Fore-top-maſt-head, The Dutch 
leading the Van, and like Men of undaunted Courage, 
bore down upon the Van of the #rerch, who ſhew'd no 
leſs, for they lay with their head Sails to the Maſts (we 
having the Weather- gage) ready to reccive us. At Nine 
in vhe Morning the Dutch were Engaged, and plied them 
fo hotly, that they made the French edge away, and 
ſome of the head-moſt Ships ſtretched a-head and tacked 
upon the Dutch, the Dutch never once (tarting 3 but there 
lay and continued the Fight till the very laſt Guns that 
were fired, which was about Five in the Afternoon before 
they parted, although ſeveral of their Ships quite dif- 
abled, at leaſt Seven or Eight; ſome having loſt all to 
their Fore-maſt ; ſome nothing but ſmooth Hulls ; be. 
ſides what loſt Top-maſts : They were not above Twenty 
or Twenty one, as ever I conld tell them, but the gene- 
rality of ,them is quite ſpoiled : And tince the Engage- 
ment. ſeveral of them burned , whether by the French 
that purſued us, or by themſelves, I know not : never 
were Ships more batterd and torn, nor ever did Men 

behave themſelves better than they did. 
Tis ſaid they loſt Seven Captains; and that one 
of their Ships Flag (truck three times to the French; - 
after

after they ſee no quarters was like to be had, they took 
Courage again and ſaved their Ship. Had the other Two: 
Squadrons gone on with the Courage they did, the 
French would never have tollowed us up Channel. Abous 
Ten a Clock Sir Job» A/bby, Vice-Admiral of the Red, 
Engaged, and he and ſome ot his Diviſion had a ſhare 
not much leſs than the Dxtch, but fought at a far greater 
diſtance, {o that our Ships were ſpoiled before ever they 
came near them. Fhe Blue had ſome Broad-fides now 
and then, but not comparable to either of the other, till 
about Two m the Afternoon it proved little Wind 5 and 
withal Veered about to the S.S. E. fo that the Rear of 
the French was equal with the Blue, as to the Wind ;, and, 


as I ſuppoſe, bore upon the Blae Squadron, and continued 


very hot til} about Four in the Atcernoon : when - the 
French Jay their Heads to the Weſtwards, and ours to the 
Eaſtwards, coming to Anchor all hands on: the Tide of 
Ebb, Beachy bearing N.:W. diſtant by judgment Four 
Leagues. | The Þrench coming to Anchor cloſe by us. 


At Nine at Night we weigh'd and {tood to the Eaſt-" 


wards. 
Tueſday, July t. At Six in the Morning wecame to An- 


chor in twenty four Fathom, Beachy bearing W.N.W. three: 


Leagues trom us, the Wind at E. N. E. where we rid till 
Eleven a. Clock, and then we weigh'd, and 1n ſtanding 
off we ſee a great Smoak to the Weſtward of us, which: 
we ſuppoſe to be a Ship ſet on fire by the French, who 
are now plying after us. At Five in the Afternoon we 
came to Anchor in Twenty two Fathom, Fairlee bearing 
N.: E. Beachy VV.by N. This Evening we ſee abopit 
Forty five Sail of the Frexch Fleet about two Leagues to 
the Leeward of us. At eleven at Night we weigh'd ; and 
at twelvea great Ship was on fire, and burnt a Datch- mar, 
as we ſuppoſe her to be, but whether they or the French 


ſet her on fire we know not. IVed-. 
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
